A GIRL IS RESCUED FROM 


BURNING ALIVE.

Mattie Jacobs — Her 
Strange Behavior*

Thompson at an early hour this morn- 
ing Miss Mattie Jacobs, a servant girl 
at the German House, 864 Washington 
street, wag saved from being cremated 
Rllve. As It Is, she Is horribly burned 
about the face and body, but will re- 
cover. 


Shortly after 3.30 A. M. Jacob Trea- 


«;er, who lives In the rear of his jewel- 
ry establishment at S62 Washington 
street, was awakened by flames shoot- 
Ing up In the back yard of his store. 


A hurried Investigation showed that 


the flames, came from a quantity of 
clothing that, to all appearances, had 
been piled against the building. 


Treager rushed out upon the street 


and notified Special Officer Thompson, 
who was on duty In that vicinity. 


In company with Patrolman Lynch, 


who had also been summoned. Special 
Thompson made an investigation and 
learned that the burning clothes had 
been thrown from a window on the top 
floor of the German House. 


The officers hurried up stalra and, 


with the assistance of the landlady, 
who had been awakened, made for the 
room from where the clothes had been 
thrown. 


The room was occupied by the ser- 


vant girl, Mattie Jacobs. The door be- 
ing locked, the girl was called upon to 
give admittance to the officers. 


No answer came from the Inside and 


then Thompson and Lynch forced the 
loor open. 


Here a most unusual sight met their 


faze. Seated on a chair in the middle 
of the room was the girl, with her 
hands folded, calmly watching 
the 


f flames creep towards her. 
She ap- 


peared to be perfectly conscious of the 
fate awaiting her, but seemed willing 
to let the flames consume her. 


The officers hurried the girl from the 


room .and, with the assistance of the 
flre apparatus In the house, managed 
to extinguish the blaze without calling 
on the Fire Department. 


It seems that the girl had been sick 


for some time. Last night she was un- 
able to sleep and was reading with the 
aid of a lamp on a table near the bed. 
The lamp upset, setting flre to the bed- 
clothes. The girl threw the clothes out 
of the window, but not before the room 
had been set on fire. 


It was throwing, the flaming clothes 


from the window that the .girl was 
burned. The damage to- the room will 
be about $50. 
The girl is under the 


care of a physician.

could blow his brains out. 


Conneau politely refused to 
hand 


over his gun, 


Beal then 
went 
down to a Park 


street, Alameda drug store and told the 


druggist he had a jumping toothache 


and explained that a little 
laudanum 


would be the proper thing to ease the 


pain. 


He got the poison, 


Then he returned to his home just as 


hia wife was about to leave. 


"You 
are going to leave me," 
he 


asked. 


"For'evsr," she said. 
"I do not want to live to disgrace any 


one," said Beal to his wife. "I am going 


to die. Farewell." 


Then he drank the poison in the pres- 


ence of his wife In the most dramatic 


matter and lay down bo die. 


Mrs. Beal hustled out-into the street and 


told Officer Willing what her husband had 


done. 


Drs. Riley and Taylor were summoned 


and BeaJ was soon out of danger. 


'When he waa told that he would not 


die, this is what he said: 
•* 


"I'll die, anyhow. I refuse to live."

San Francisco followed by Beal. 


When on the boat, Beal claims that 


he was assaulted by Ernest Corder, 
who attempted to choke him. 


John Corder, he says, knocked him 


down and before a policeman stationed 
on tfie ferry could stop the fight, Beal 


suffered the loss of one of his teeth.

•brothers, Beal implored his wife to re- 
turn to his home, but she refused to 
listen to him. 


Upon arriving in San Francisco Beal 


declared that he would have the broth- 


ers of hia wife prosecuted.

• - • Betore the Legislature passes the bill 
to abolish-the Bank^ Commission, the 
members wcfcld do w'^ll to reflect upon 
the mattar carefully. It is not a mat- 
ter of Individuals, but of public policy. 
THE TRIBUNE does not propose to 
make a defense for any member of the 
present commission nor discuss the 
question of individual fitness.' Neither 
is it concerned about the personal for- 
tunes of the commissioners. This mat- 
ter is not a question of personal likes 
or dislikes or of political preferences. 


Thus far the only argument ad- 


vanced In support of the bill is that 
one of the recent appointees Is unfit 
and was active tn his efforts to defeat 
Governor Pardee. 
Admitting for the 


sake of argument that both charges 
are true, do they constitute a justifica- 
tion for abolishing the commission? 
So far, no complaint Is heard against 
the character or qualifications of the 
other two members. One of them has 
been in office more than a year, and 
Beems to have given satisfaction. 


IB It exactly just to legislate two 


worthy men out of office to get rid of 
one -who Is unworthy? 
But should 


there not be some better warrant for 
legislating a; necessary public body out 
ot existence than the wish to get rid 
of a single undesirable member? 


,T£ the Bank Commission were abol- 


ished today another one or a similar 
body would have to be constituted to 
fulfill Its functions. 
Public policy de- 


mands that some constituted State au-: 
thcrlty shall supervise all banking op- 
erations outside -those of the national 
bonks; ami the Legislature would be 
grossly derelict were it to abolish the. 
present Bank Commission ana create 
nothing, to. take. Ita place and perform 
Its duties. 


This sharply fleflnes the Issue drawn 


by the bill. It -Is simply a question of 
abolishing one commission to create 
another with precisely the same pow- 
srs and duties. And'the only excuse 
for such contradictory action is that 
one of the three commissioners is un- 
worthy and unfit. 
Is the 
excuse 


sufficient? 
T>o not 
such 
Instances 


occur at intervals In all offices? If an 
unfit man be elected Sheriff, Is the 
Legislature warranted in legislating 
him out of office that another man may 
be given the place? 
The charge of 


unfitness is rather vague anyway. Ac- 
nusations, to determine the right of a 
:itizen to hold public office, should be 
more 
specific. 
Political 
treachery, 


However contemptible and repugnant to 
,1igh minds, does not imply unfltnes* 
nor is it a warrant for legislative ac- 
tion. 
Officials may be impeached or 


removed from office by other summary 
process for malfeasance or flagrant 
misconduct in office, and this re- 
course seems to guard against the 
ibuse of his functions by any member 


Df the Bank Commission. 


At any rate the Legislature should 


look before leaping- in this matter. It 
Is not a case requiring haste, neither Is 
It a matter In which temper or politi- 
cal animosity can be taken as a safe 
yulde. 
Radical measures are justi- 


3able in extreme cases, but Is this a 
case of extreme emergency?

WATER LOGGED BONDS DROP 


AWAY BELOW PAR. 


WATER IN UNITED RAILROADS SECURITIES 


BEING SQUEEZED OUT-PRICE FALLS 


TEN PER CENT IN A FEW DA YS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—The wa- 


ter is running out of the capitalization 
of the United Railroads. 
The bonds of 


the corporation have suddenly slumped 
ten points. What the stock would self 
for Is merely a conjecture1, as It is not 
quoted on the local market. But It may 
be imagined that 
it 
wouldn't bring 


much in view of the fact1 that, the 
bonds are 
rapidly 
sagging, and the 


holders are anxious to unload on a fall- 
Ing market. 


The drop of ten per cent in the price 


of the new bonds two weeks in ad- 
vance of their issuance Is an evidence 
that the wise men of the street are 
standing from under. Brown Brothers 
& Co. of New 'York have refused to 
take up their option on the bonds, and 
local subscribers, who will be called 
upon to take up their pro rata of the 
new issue, are frantically trying to un- 
load. And this before the bonds are 
even listed on the stock exchange. 


It Is reported that Brown Brothers 


& Co. refused to £ake up their option 
because investigation into the affairs 
of the corporation disclosed an .unsat- 
isfactory financial condition. It Is said 
that the provision for the sinking fund 
is not adequate to meet redemption ne- 
cessities. 
Some $4,000,000 outstanding 


bonds of the old Market street system 
will fall due in 1D04 and must be met. 
Other liabilities falling due at dirfereht 
times will absorb the possible earnings 
and accumulations before enough can 
be placed In the sinking fund, and the 
road would 
either 
have 
to borrow 


money to meet those obligations or else 
liquidate .such debts by the exchange 
of old for new bonds. 


Rumor has it that the New Tork 


bankers discovered 
that the United 


Railroads are -greatly over-capitalized 
and embrace a considerable mileage 
that little more than pays operating 
expenses. While the expense account 
including interest charges and cost o 
operation, has greatly increased, there 
is no corresponding increase in the 
earnings. 
The gross increase in re- 


ceipts is more than offset by the added 
interest on an excessive bonded indebt- 
edness. That Is, the United Railroads 
are waterlogged. 
Hence the securities 


have become a drug in the market. 


The bonds have sold as low as 83 flat, 


while the California Street Railroad 
bonds are selling at 120 and those of 
the Los Angeles system at 119. 
Oak- 


land Transit bonds bring 106, while 
those of the United Railroads are 17 
points below par. 


Expensive 
management 
and 
too 


much politics also have a share In de- 
pressing the price of the bonds. De- 
spite the repeated asseverations of the 
officers of the new corporation that It 
was nut of politics, they have been 
meddling in all' sorts of unaccountable 
ways. They took an antlve part in de- 
feating the Geary street bond propo- 
sition, and they took a hand in the 
election of State officers and members 
of the Legislature. They Interfered in 
the contest for the Speakership of the 
Assembly. 
So far 
from 
the United 


Railroads being out of politics, they 
appear to be deeper in than the old 
Market 
street, company 
was. 
Of 


course this invites political reprisal and 
tax troubles that will not make the 
financial path any less rocky for the 
corporation.

Americans and their immense gifts to 
educational institutions and hospitals. 
Their willingness, even their anxiety, 
to spend money in aiding others, Is,al- 
most beyond belief."

Xext to this condition, Dr, Loreriz 
said he has marveled most

large number of allpged healers 
in 
America, naming Christian Scientists 
and faith curists of every description, 
who seem to flourish there. The doc-

Mr. McNab took the side of municipal, 
ownership and Irish combatted the propo- 
sition.

As both men are able and keen de- 


baters, well Informed, and with a talent 
for logical presentation, it Is needless to 
say that the discussion was en-tertainlnir 
and Instructive. 
It must be said that 


each speaker made a strong showing for 
his side. 


William Lair Hill, president of the club, 


presided, and introduced the speakers, 
who received greetings indicating that 
each had warm admirers in the audience. 


McNab, having the affirmative, led off, 


the'trace of Scotch burr on his tongue 
seeming to give inclelveness to his points, 
which were made with a pithy directness 
that taxed all Colonel Irish's .adroitness 
and forensic skill to parry. He opened by 
declaring that despite the fact that some 
declared the United States had no busi- 
ness to be in business, it had been in 
business at all times, and the question 
was not whether or not It should be, but 
how far it should go. 
As examples of 


how far it was actively engaged in jcom- 
merclal affairs, he called attention to the 
postal department, public school depart- 
ments, the park and sewerage systems 
which are managed by our government. 
The matter ot municipal ownership of 
water works, M-cNab statufl, has passed 
from being a theory and speculation to 
one of experience and fact. 


"San Francisco Is a solitary example of 


a great city which does not own Its own 
water works. Her position Is unique and 
eccentric In comparison with the other 
great cities of this 
enlightened world. 


The water supply of a city should not be 
left to Individual control and to prove 
truth of what I say, let me call attention 
to the fact that there are at the present 
time less than twenty-five cities In this 
country which do not own and operate 
their own water works. Shall It be said, 
then, that we alone are right and. that 
the others have erred? 


AN ESSENTIAL OF LIFE. 


"Water is a prime essential of life 


and it partakes of a monopoly, public 
monopoly or private monopoly, which 
Is not open to competition, for a man 
cannot go 
forth 
and find his own 


water. No individual Is a supplier to 
a large city. The magnitude compels 
corporation effort, and It is whether or 
not you be your own monopoly. Sup- 
pose the private corporation fails, its 
water is of an inferior grade, it is un- 
able to supply. Shall the city cease to 
grow? 
Suppose the shareholders are 


unwilling to 
increase" the corporate 


control so that they might Increase the 
supply? What are you going; to do? 
You cannot compel a private corpora- 
tion to act. 
Shall you say Oakland will 


stop? Are you going to be contented 
with an inferior grade of water because 
somebody else is unwilling to do some- 
thing-?" 
The speaker 
then 
referred to the 


abundance of pure water in the entire 
State which "only awaits man's Invi- 
tation to come." As the matter is at 
present, declared McNab, it is a case 
of Mohammed and the mountain. 
He 


also referred to the municipal control 
of water In Eastern cities and quoted 
rates which demonstrated the vast dif- 
ference of the cost of water under the 
management of the people and of cor- 
porations. In the hands of a munici- 
pality the rate In some Instances was 
seven times lower than in this city and 
a handsome profit was being realized 
by the municipality. 
O R I G I N OF PUBLIC OWNERSHIf. 


"Municipal ownership is of compara- 


tively recent thought," continued the 
speaker, "and as we grow older we will 
learn to do things. When the public 
ownership of a utility fails it is her- 
alded abroad because it is a matter of 
interest to all, but it is different with 
private management. They do not con- 
cern so many people, but the history of 
many corporations indicates that suc- 
cess has not graced all their efforts and 
the bankruptcy courts are constantly 
In motion. Because in the beginning- a 
venture is not successful should we 
abandon it without trying? 
There Is 


no reason why a municipality cannot 
hire men of as good intelligence as a 
corporation. 
The worst that can be 


said about some 
municipal manage- 


ments is that they have not In all in- 
stances come up to the standard. The 
enormous development of the United 
States has drawn away the best minds 
of the country to the neglect of muni- 
cipal affairs, and consequently we Have 
an inferior order of men which are al- 
lowed to manage. 


"But there Is a reaction. The atten- 


tion of great minds is being drawn to 
these conditions and a better class of 
thoughts, more 
patriotic- minds, are 


now dwelling upon such subjects. We 
are grolnB gradually on. We wrestle 
with problems. 
It is the genius of the 


American minds of our people to solve 
and this may be the last but not the 
least matter that will be disposed of. 


"The private'corporation is the qual- 


ity In municipal affairs which corrupts 
and then seeks to take advantage of its 
own wrong In declaring, when people 
point 
out corrupt politicians. 
This 


condition of affairs will never cease. 
Take it away and you remove the 
temptation. 


FIXING WATER RATES. 


"The 
constitution 
of 
California 


makes it mandatory upon Supervisors 
and trustees to flx water rates. 
In 
other words the buyer is thereby en- 
abled to flx the price of the seller. The 
people 
suppose 
they 
have 
elect- 


visors and consider that they fix the 
price, but that is only theory. 
The 


practice 
Is 
different—when corpora- 


tions happen to own the men who the 
people who suppose they have elect- 
ed. 
The rates ore then fixed by the 


corporation through the people. If the 
plans of the corporate Interests mis- 
carry and the people really do elect 
the men then the matter is reviewed 
by courts. 
Remove 
the 
corporation 


and you take a step for the better- 
ment for the purification and general 
morality of the community." 


COLONEL IRISH RESPONDS. 


Colonel Irish opened by pointing out 


the difficulties that attended procuring 
a sufficient and certain water 
supply 


for San Francisco and Oakland. 
He 


said'there were no fresh water lakes 
or large perennial streams near by from 
which a supply could be. drawn, as 
was the case with large cities in other 
parts of the country. 
Water costs 


more here than elsewhere, because the 
supply had to be artificially develop- 
ed. Great reservoirs had to be con- 
structed at heavy expense and large 
catchment areas purchased to preserve 


the water from contamination. Wheth- 
er the water- was developed by 
im- 


pounding- the surface catchment or by 
boring- artesian wells, it 
has 
to be 


piped and pumped a long distance. In 
the earlier days of their existence, San 
t'n.aclaco and Oakland both felt 
the 
supreme necessity for a water supply, 
but the communities were 
not 
rich 


enough to Incur the enormous expense, 
but private capital stepped in 
and 


furnished the water. Locally consid- 
ered, therefore,! the 
water 
question 


presented a condition rather than 
a 
theory. 
After ' private 
capital 
had 


constructed systems for supplying the 
public with water, it was confronted 
by a provision In the law permitting 
the consumers to fix the 
price 
for 


which the water should be sold. This 
at once brought on a conflict between 
buyer and seller that has obscured the 
real merits of both public and private 
ownership. But the speaker said , he 
would not limit himself to water, but 
would attack the economic fallacy of 
municipal ownership, or socialism, at 
ail points. 


A REBUKE FOR INCIVISM. 


"We are now receiving the fruits of 


civic inattention," declared Irish, "and 
have been led astray by demagogue poli- 
ticians. I'm standing my share of water 
rates with some degree of patience and 
I hope you are, but this Idea of munici- 
pal control, of public utilities is as yet a 
matter of theory and not until you find 
a business reason should you proceed. Do 
not be led astray In the belief that with 
the municipal ownership of water sup- 
ply all forms of immorality 
will disap- 


pear. 
It will not. This water proposi- 


tion is used as an entering Wedge for 
the entire program of socialism, the en- 
tering wedge of something we must con 
slder. 
It Is a plan of confiscating and 


expropriating. 
Socialists" are advocating 


It and politicians are following the So- 
cialists. 
It will be adopted by dema- 


gogic politicians and leads an entire sys- 
tem of socialism. 
It is the first piece, 


on the program in every instance, and it 
is. In my mind, better to bear the ills we 
h^ave thin rush to others. 


POLITICAL MANAGEMENT BAD. 
"Any merchant could conduct the post- 


office 
better than 
the United States. 


That department 
of 
our 
government 


charges 12.50 per pound to carry mall, 
and the deficit since 1789 is Jl,000,000.000. 
It has been the Judgment of economists 
since the beginning that the postal de- 
partment is an expensive and unprofit- 
able thing. 
It was doubted whether It 


was wise to put the government into that 
business and the doubts have been just! 
fled. 
And they want the government to 


manage the telegraph and railroad sys 
tems. 
Tour councils will steal revenue 


just as your present organization Is sus- 
pected of 
corporation 
influence. 
The 


best Mayor of this city is the man who 
is the least suited for the pla,ee and the 
least likely to be. elected. 


"By this suggestion,

A Runaway Freight Train 


Kills Two Men in 


the South. 


SAN BERNARDINO, c 'al., Jan. 21.— 


Two men were killed and one other se- 
riously Injured in a runaway accident 
to a Santa Fe freight train at Keen- 
brook In Cajon Pass, fourteen miles 
from this place, at 12:80 this morning. 
Conductor Philip H. Stewart was in- 
stantly killed, his head being severed 
from his body, and Fireman Charles 
W. Beckett was crushed to death. En- 
gineer Walter Reed was crushed and 
badly Injured. 
He was 
removed as 


soon as possible to the Sisters' Hospi- 
tal In I.os 
Angeles, 
the same ti-Ain 


bearing the body of Conductor Stewart 
to his home In this city. 


Details of the accident show it to 


• have been one of the most peculiar 


that ever happened on this division. 
Freight train No. 33. consisting of for- 
ty-one loaded freight cars and twenty 
empties, in charge of Conductor Stew- 
art and drawn by two engines, was 
proceeding westward down the Cajon 
grade. When within a mile of Keen- 
brook, where the grade is extremely 
heavy, a th-e on one of the drive wheels 
of the first engine became loosened. 


After an examination of the break it 


was decided to send the disabled locomo- 
tive ahead to lay up on the Keenbrook 


siding. Its engineer, Clark, agreeing to 
sound two blasts of the whistle when he 
should reach the siding. In taking the 
siding, however, the broken wheel caught 
In the frog of the swKcl.i and for an hour 
the engine was stuck half way on the 
main track. 


Not hearing the 
agreed upon 
signal, 


Conductor Stewart took the second en- 
gine and, leaving the train of cars In 
charge of a brakeman, proceeded down 
the track to learn the cause of the delay. 
Just as the second locomotive reached the 
siding the trainmen were startled to see 
the heavy train of freight 
cars 
come 


thundering clown the siteep grade, running 
wild and entirely beyond control. Before 
anything: could be done to a void the disas- 


ter, 
the head car of the runaway train 


crashed into the second engine, which in 
turn collided with the disabled locomotive 
on the siding. 
Stewart was caught in 


the wreck before he could 
jump 
and 


Beckett was crushed to 
death 
In 
the 


wreckage. Both engines were b.'Klly dam- 
aged and nearly half of the runaway cars 
were wrecked.

est of union labor was that introduced 
today by Assemblyman Murphy of San 
Francisco. This measure strives to make 
it an offense for any employer to threaten 
to Hlscharge an employe or employes who 
make up their minds to become members 
of a labor organization. 
DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND HOSPITAL'. 


The bill for the relief of the Durham 


Trust fund at the Deaf, Dumb and Blind 
Asylum at Berkeley was Introduced into 
the House by Assemblyman Bliss. It is 
a counterpart of the bill on the same sjub- 
ject In the Senate. 
It provides for the 


reimbursing.'at the fund referred^ to in, 
the sum of 515,000. This sum - was with^ 
drawn from the trust something more, 
than a year ago for the purpose of eTect-, 
ing,a smallpox hospital at a time when 
the disease was rioting | in the institute. 


STRENGTH OF LABOR. 


The representatives of union labor were 


never so, numerous at a. Legislature In 
this State as they are at the present 
time. The same is true with regard to 
bills in the Interest of labor and people 
who subsist by labor. The latest acces- 
sion to the list of the labor advocates is 
P. B. Preble, of Oakland, secretary of 
the Federated Trades' Council of Ala- 
meda county anrl a member of the Duert 
Legislation Committee of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor. Mr. Preble comes to 
work In a special manner In benalt of the 
constitutional amendment relating to the 
initiative and referendum, which has al- 
ready 
been 
introduced. 
Mr. Wilser, 


another labor man, will also aid in this 
work, but he will have special interest in 
the furtherance of th_e bills fostered by 
tHe San Francisco Council, of which ho 
is a representative. 


Mr. Preble says that the success of the 


proposed amendment is assured In both 
Houses. He quotes from a letter of Dr. 
J. R. Haynes, president ot the Duert 
Legislative League, to the effect that, as 
the result of a canvass which was made 
regarding the feeling of members and 
prospective members of both Houses, the 
feeling regarding the amendment Is as 
follows: 
For the amendment in tha 


House: thirty-nine Republicans, twenty 
Democrats and Union Labor; twenty-one 
unknown. -For the amendment in the 
Senate, eleven Republicans; inclined to 
favor it, eighteen; unknown, twenty-two. 
Mr. Preble also states that some time 
ago he was in receipt of a letter from 
Governor Pardee to the effect that he was 
appreciative of the progressive method 
for advancement which was being made 
In the cause of labor. 


VISITING INSTITUTIONS. 


There has been a great deal said about 


junketing in this Legislature, as there 
has been in every general Assembly that 
has ever been held here. Few members, 
however, feel that the State will fail after 
the cost of visiting her Sta,te Institutions 
shall have been liquidated. The House 
today started to discuss the first of the 
Brown resolutions, requiring the permis- 
sion of two-thirds of the House before a 
committee may visit a State institution, 
with a number of other provisions. There 
was another Brown resolution which

LYNCH IS ON 
TRIAL FOR 


LIFE. 


He is Arraigned for 


Trial on a Charge 


of Treason. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—The trial of Col- 


onel Arthur Lynch, member of Parlia- 
ment from Galway, on the charge of 
treason by aiding and abetting the 
King's and the late Queen's enemies 
during the -war in South Africa, ac- 
cording to one unique sentence of the 
arraignment, "being 
moved 
and re- 


duced thereto by the instigation of the 
devil," commenced today before the 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord Albeston und 
two other Justices. 


The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
This is the flrst treason trial In Eng- 


land for upwards of sixty years. 


The last was that of a youth who 


fired a pistol at the late Queen Victo- 
ria as she was riding down Constitu- 
tion Hill. 


The youth, Francis, was condemned 


to death, but the sentence was com- 
muted to Imprisonment for life. 
He 


was released in 1867. Unusual Inter- 
est, therefore, is taken in the present 
case. 
The court room "was crowded, 


many ladies, including Mrs. Lynch, be- 
ing among those present. 


Colonel Lynch was pale and care- 


worn, but he stood in the dock com- 
posedly listening to >the lengthy In- 
dictment, which 
occupied 
nearly an 


hour in reading. 


Drawing, quartering and beheading 


accompanied 
the 
death penalty for 


treason until 1867, when this was abol- 
ished.; 


The death penalty, however, re- 


mains. 


The Attorney General, Sir Robert 


Finlay, opened the case, reciting the al- 
leged treasonable acts as fully report- 
ed at the preliminary hearing.
